Egypt, writes to 
a friend at ihc University describing 
the ordeal through which ihc British 
passed at Gallipoli aim the successful 
mauner in which (lie peninsula was 
evacuated. Captain VVIudcler writes; 

"Heccived our first mail to-day glncc 
December l>, and ihc interval between 
has been full of incidents. To start 
with, us you know, Huzac and Su\ la 
were evacuated by us on the nights of 
Hie 20lb and Slat. Think I wrote you 
al Chlrstmas, hut a m not sure. Any- 
way, alter the storm and flood al 
Suvla, where ne lost many men Croni 
drowning and exposure, on November 
i!5th an't the tbicc succeeding days it 
wat decided to evacuate. Our brigade 
li't<k o\ct ihr S6th line as "ell as our 
own, and tin- last niylit withdrew in 
four consecutive parties from the fir- 
ing line and embarked without being 
Bhellcd, We were taken to Imbros, 
cxpccUng a long-earned rest; but. no, 
aftei two days, one of which was very 
wet and no shelter for thr men, wi 
were re-cmbalked and arrived ;it 
llelles on Christmas Eve with no kit. 
no food savr bully beef and biscuits. 
aii mails were stopped on December 

9, so we uni no Christmas parcels. 
Hero at Urllrs we were in reserve 
until New Year's Ev». Hemg In re* 
ser\e meant continual shell fire, and 
gradually thla increased as the Turks 
brought shells and guns from Suvla 
and Anzac. New Year's Eve we went 
to the firing line to take over and con- 
solidate trenches captured from the 
lurks two days before. Alois, legs 
and other parts of the body were 
strewn around, and all sorts of equip- 
ment. As ihc Turks still resented los- 
ing these trenches and shelled lliem 
by day and bombed them by ntgiit. 
they were very unhealthy, and our 
casualties were mote than usual. 
However, our brigade held on. 

Ilie lighting al llelles. 

"The lighting at llelles was much 
more severe than at Sulva. Mines 
were sunk everywhere, and the shell- 
ing was very severe. The Turks had 
stone 6-lnch guns and larger, and had 
lots of high explosive shells. By Jove! 
but they are nasty! When they burst 
i he whole earth shakes, and pieces or 
Iron fly 200 yards from the point of 
hurst. Their aeroplanes were very 
active, and I lost a good pal from a 
cursed bomb dropped from n Tauoc. 
Ii blew him to atoms. Their gun? 
nom Achi Iîaba fired from the front, 
and their Asiatic armies enfiladed us 
from Asia. These Asiatic guns used to 
fire day and night at the beaches 
.•. here the piers were. Well, to cut it 
short, it was decided to evacuate 
llelles also. Our brigade as usual was 
left in the firing line to the last, and 
everything Ol ^altie In rear was 
shipped off at night. The last night 
was to be January 8-9, and all wen! 
welt. Fine nights and no sea. I was 
sent with the first, party and embarked 
al 8 p.m. with ID men from brigade 
headquarters. We eventually arrived 
in lludios harbor at 10 a m of the 0th 
and shortly after transferred to Hie 
S - of the Allan Line. As .-'inula), 
Hit- SMh. wore on, inoie boats with 
tjoopp arrived and soon we knew the 
evacuation had hrm luccessful, and 
very liulf shelling had been done by 
the Turks. 

"The last parties left ihc firing line 
at 2.30 a m. At 11.40 n.in. the Turks 
started bombing some of our rail- 
heads, but we returned it and all was 
quiet. The net vous strain each day 
wsu no Joke, as their aeroplanes war* 
[always overhead, and all work had to 
be done at night so as not to gi\e the 
-how away. The wind got up the last 
night, and by 4 a.m.. Sunday, the 1Kb,

College Spirit 



Relatives Have Been Either An- 
nihilated or Driven from 
Their Homes.

College spirit is a very difficult thing to define, and yet is used 
in college as a plea for numberless things, from breaking oneself 
on loans to anything else one can imagine. Here is what the 
Columbia Spectator says about this indefinable quality which is 
such an essential part of college : 

"When men laugh at coliege spirit, they are victims of an 
unfortunate misconception. 

"They see men practising with the various athletic squads, or 
working on the student publications, and they say: 'Lo, there is 
college spirit! Now, of what use is it?' 

"None at all, if that were all there were to it. 

"But the going out for a team, or the labor involved in an ac- 
tivity, are not college spirit. They arc not even results of college 
spirit. They are only manifestations of it, by-products. 

"College spirit is not these things. It is something infinitely 
greater. 

"It is the spirit of a community — of men who, living side by 
side, am working for the same ends and ideals. It is founded 
upon association. It is connected with the thousand friendships 
that spring up in college. It is the natural and inevitable result 
of the American academic system. 

"It is no different, in essence, from city spirit or race spirit, 
for instance ; but is a thousand times more potent than any- 
thing like it, because it comes to a young man at the most im- 
pressionable time of his life, and because it has its roots in the 
associations of his most valuable years. 

"It explains why alumni come back year after year to renew 
the experiences of their academic career. Those things have a 
hold on a man. It takes years and years of disassociation to 
make them fade into forgetfulness, and they can never entirely 
be shaken off. 

"Columbia enthusiasts believe Columbia spirit is a bigger 
thing for them than the spirit of any other college, because their 
associations are wrapped up with Columbia. They believe, pos- 
sibly, that the men they know, and the faculty that taught them, 
and even the buildings where they spent their college days, are 
just a little better, for them, than those of any other college. 
Yale men think the same of Yale : Princeton men of Princeton. 

"But if a man is an enthusiast for his own college, it is be- 
cause he has helped to make it better than the others. 

"If a man believes in the community spirit that surrounds 
his Alma Mater, it is because he has helped to make that spirit. 

"All men have it. Some are mildly interested in it. Some 
merely look on. Some are in love with it. 

"But a man can't love it unless he is part of it." 



The following statcmeut regarding 
the course oi tlic Turks toward the 
Armenians iu Turkish territory was 
written by an Armenian who says tic 
is desirous of making clear the real 
conditions iu the Fast:

For lllO sake 
of humanity, read it and sec how hard 
they try to disguise themselves and 
blame the Armenians for Lhe massa- 
cres. 1 am thinking I should do w hat 
I can to take off the miserable mask 
they have put on. I cannot stand 
this disguise, this hypocrisy, If I an: 
able lo siand all the atrocities. Hew 
reasonable it looks! How man/ at 
the pro-Germans win be easily con- 
vinced of the truth and right of lhe 
imperial Ottoman robbery, and how 
many of the not informed neutrals 
will be made to believe the state- 
ments! 

"The Armenians were existing be- 
fore the Young Turk government 
came into existence, birl the report 
refers only historically from 1808, 
Which is the year of the beginning i f 
the horrid government. It pays that 
the Armenians had started an Insur- 
rection at Adaua. 1 suppose the im- 
perial robbers think that among the 
people in whose eyes they want to 
be justified there will be none to look 
back tu the papers of the year 100S, 
I that there will not be anybody inter* 
icstcd enough to refute such a shame- 
! faced lie. But wc do not have to 
i open books nor papers to know under 
i what pretenses wc were massacred 
I in 1008. 

"At the time of the Adana massa- 
cres, the Youpg Turk government 
was fighting the old Sultan, and they, 
I at the time, explained to the Euro

MAKLVt, GOOD 

Before the college bar of justice 
the grind stands coudemncd. Oil of 
yore, the man who concentrated on 
narrow bookish interests was a 
mighty power w ith his weapons of iu- 
telleciua] accuracy. Now he t:taud„ 
dethroned, shorn of his glory by thc 
wide swing of the pendulum of pub- 
lie opinion. He has become au object 
of pity. 

To-day we pay tribute to iJie "big'' 
men in college; we estimate a man 
often iu terms of his honors. Even 
a3 the freshman departs from his 
home his cars ring with the n,o- 
dern slogau, "id out aud make 
good." 

It is true that tbc inivial foue of 
the pendulum was furnished by the 
Insistent call for broader men to a 
fuller aud more abundaut life. But 
results argue that thc sheer momen- 
tum of tbc start has caused an ac- 
celeration which has carried thc 
swing far beyond the point intended 
by the applicants of the original 
force. 

For what are college men lo go 
out? When are ibey making good? 
There seems to be an abundance of 
more or less hazy opinion on these 
points. We find insistence on thc go- 
ing oui. Men seem inclined to coat 
themselves with a light veneer of Uie 
many-sided life which must crack 
and rub off as soon as jt comes into 
contact with the friction of test. 

If their names arc not followed 
with a long list of honor?, not print- 
ed ou the stationery of some club or 
organization, not sounded at the end 
of a college yell— some men feel that 
thc yare falling. They are perturbed 
because someone else holds a higher 
position than they do, because some- 
one else's name appears iu larger 
type than does theirs. 

These men must be disillusioned. 
They cannot be leaders by merely 
sayiug so. They can never make 
good managers by merely being elect- 
ed. They can never be men of dis- 
tinction by merely being appointed. 
They must be these things. 

True success must combine with it 
something substantial. Superficiality 
can never lake thc place of applica- 
tion. 

Thc printer's de\il, working for a 
mite per week, can set men's names 
in 3G-point type, "but only a few men 
in a generation set up the physical, 
moral and mental monuments that 
make thc man."— Colgate Madison- 
ensis. 

rOSTI>G GRADES 

For a loug time it has becu an ac- 
cepted and approved custom in the 
Law Department to post all term 
grades, and to place quiz papers 
where all who come may read. The 
custom has undoubtedly served as a 
stimulus to study, and has helped to 
create a keener Interest in grades, as 
well as frankness on tbc part of the 
^Indents. 

Tbc posting of grades bar, in fact, 
served as an advertisement for schol- 
arship. It bas kept tbc importance of 
success In ouc's courses more con- 
stantly In the minds of thc students. 

Thc custom has done for al) of thc 
students in lhe department what stu- 
dents frequently do for themselves; 
namely, it has subjected them to 
sterner rcquircmeuts with the result 
thut success or failure, whichever 
may bave been their lot, has been 
more keenly fcli. 

It has served to call thc attention 
of the student himself in thc most 
certain and definite terms to the ex- 
act extent of his failure or success. 

, to encourage him to continue In his 
good work If bis grades were high, 
and to lead him to censure himself 
for his failure if his grades were low. 
Few students look upon their medio- 
cre grudes wiUi the same indifference 
with which they would look upon 
them If they knew that no one else 
knew of their deficiency. 

At first the general posting of 
grades might be objectionable to 
many students, but after thc custom 
became established it would be look- 

!«1 upon as desirable. He who comes 

'to thc University primarily lo study 

j could not object ; and he who did not 
come with the primary purpose of 

I studying, likewise could not object if 
he sincerely believes that good grades 
arc not important. He were incon- 
sistent lo depreciate good grades, and 
then fear the consequence of thc pub- 
lic knowledge that he bad made ouly 
poor ones. 

If thc plan of posting grades has 
been used with a wholesome and ben- 

ieficial effect in thc Law Department. 

I could It not then be used with like 
advantage in thc University at large?

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A MARCH TO RELIEVE

It is night. The alnios-t indbccr- 
niblc tenus of the small party uf 
soldiers moving noiselessly close to 
tlic buildings ou one aide of the street 
of a deserted town seen uncanny, 
With tbe exception of the faintc.t 
svvuu of the marching ll -on there is 
uo Life as far a:- the senses can reach. 
H is January, 1916, ou ihc frout in 
France. 

The men are returning to the first 
trenches after the periodic four days' 
rest given by their regiment with each 
twelve Ua>s iu the first line. They 
have been at a village iu back, enjoy- 
iug the novelty of being out of shell 
-use. 

1 he town the party passes through 
Is w Ithln half a mile of the Germans. 
Before the war 30,000 people lived 
here. -Now soldiers sleep iu the cel- 
lar:- and the other parts are full of 
Strange thiugs. On the march the 
soldiers take the side of the street 
protected iu a sense by the tall build- 
ings that tower irregularly. On the 
other side, faciug the German lines, 
is nothing but ruius. A lighted match 
held in the middle of the street would 
seem like a powerful arc light at 
bomc. 

■With the collars of their sodden 
goats turned up. brushing the backs of 
their steel helmets, the men plod ou 
with the slinging gait of French sol- 
diers. It has rained steadily for the 
last five weeks except for a day hcr«i 
and there, and the soldiers are wet to 
the skin from the march up. In their 
pockets, where it is less wet, they 
carry a few delicacies given them in 
the rear. They figure how to keep 
these dry : themselves they arc not 
bothered about. They have had months 
of this. The raiu fills everything. 

There are ten men in the companj 
and the w ritcr. The soldiers have 
fought together tor over a year They 
represent rnoa of what remains or two 
companies of fine fellows— 500 In all. 
Danger has made them inseparable 
friends. Each excursion back has 
been something takcu from their 
ranks. Ou each trip up the men won- 
der who will be ihc next. 

because of its continuity, this won- 
der has become sort of sub-conscious 
thought with all. and with their resig- 
nation to fate they joke about It. a 
year at the front has left Its marks on 
the : r minds and faces. 

Like Distant luiiiuh-r. 

As we pass out of the town there Is 
a rumbling as of distant thunder. Tt 
is the heavy guns at work iu a far-ofr 
sector — possibly an attack. It seems 
strange thai the trenches can be so 
near in this wilderness of dead things. 

Suddenly there is the poop, poop, 
poop, poop of a machine gun, several 
sharp rifle crack?, the sharp report of 
an exploding grenade and all Is silent 
again. We ha\ c taken an outside road 
which in daytime is viewed by the 
Germans from their positions on the 
top of a hill a quarter of a mile away. 
The road is forbidden to army equip- 
ment, but the soldiers themselves risk 
it at night. Now the careless pound- 
ing of their heavy boots on the hard 
road would probably bring a shell oi 
two. 

Frequently we pass forms gliding by 
In the opposite direction— men coming 
clown on leave— and an occasional low 
. word is said. 

Some distance on there Is an inter, 
section. Here the company slackens 
its pace— more by instinct than the 
half imaginative masses of something 
looming up ahead — and the soldiers 
know thry arc not alone. 

Suddenly from over the hill on the 
right, a rocket flares above the 
trenches, hangs tor an instant high in 
the air and bursts into a great ball of 
greenish light, making day for an in- 
stant, then leaving the strange land in 
luoic than inky blackness than ever. 

Instantly there is the tattle of many 
chains, a multitude of low voices and 
the muffled creaking of heavy wheels 
under the strain as the leader of the 
long line of dally equipment to the 
batteries and tbc men in the trenchej 
gel the lay of the land in that iustnnt 
and proceed. Tiny have come up 
through a small village inhabited by 
soldiers on a less exposed road. The 
ficncbes run off at this point, and 
there is more freedom of speech and 
movement. 

We Tall in alongside the caravan up 
a long Straight load. We ha\o conic 
upon more soldiers, and another roc- 
ket shows a vvholc column marching 
in front. Ai the top of the road there- 
is another village— the last one before 
the trenches. 

Hi re the drivers of the teams, with 
the exception of a few who press ou, 
pull up, and amid much confusion, but 
little noise, unload and return to sure- 
ty in the rear. 

Here and there is a light along the 
unexposed side of the road In 
the shadow of the houses. The 
men take chances. On the other side 
or this village the houses arc also 
down. The street nuw i., a Jumble of 
horses, wagons and solders. Tbe 
Germans dropp.ng shells on tbe road 
at this time of night often kill as 
many as a scoic of men at a time. 
The ftrect runs with blood, but the 
work goes on. 

Bed ( roil Ambulance 

As we approach the centre of the 
ton ii and take a road lo tbe right 
leading up to the irenches a low can- 
tas-bud.ci automobile Witt large red 
crosses on its sides glides noiseless- 
ly by through the Jam to a dreeing 
■Kâtion some distance on along the 
Protected side of the street. It goes 
for wounded who are being brought 
down from tbc trenches according to 
a mcstage telephoned back to the 
bate a tboit time ago. Soldiers in 



the road and driver, pay the machine 
she greatest deference. 

As our party proceeds up the long, 
winding road, we suddenly and in- 
voluntarily lone:- oui heads and 
crouch before the consuming roar 
and merciless shriek of a shell tear- 
ing through the air. It goes over and 
shrieks inio the street with a Ueaf- 
euing. rippiug crash. Two more shells 
follow and nc wonder what is hap- 
pcnlng behind, but the soldiers keep 
on walking. 

Several minuses more, guided pe- 
riodically by the blindiug glare of the 
rockets over the trencher, we come 
upon a graveyard. It is a typical 
front cemetery, full of trenches and 
individual mouuds— according to the 
time at the disposal of ihc grave dig- 
gers, marked by little crosses and 
pathetic emblems of fellow comrades, 
little bouses of stone, rude inscrip- 
tions and the like. Here lie 10,000 
of ibe men who have fallen in ibis 
section of the Argouue. As we pass 
we cau remember much. 

Past the cemetery tbc road enters 
what is left of a wood. Frequently 
sentinels block the path and demand 
tbc watchword. Five months ago the 
Germans were at this point, but they 
have since been driven to the other 
tide of the hill. There is nothing but 
darkness on cither side of the road, 
but ihc soldiers know- that to cuter a 
foot would be impossible. Barbed 
wire intertwined so thickly among the 
trees makes this section now almost 
impregnable. 

Some distance on there is the hiul 
of a light from a dugout or something 
on the side away from the Germans. 

There is a terrible rumbling crash 
that seems to tear away the hill and 
tbe earth shakes as one of tbe over- 
ground mines explodes. But whether 
in a French or a German trench the 
soldiers do not kuow. Immediately 
several high explosive shells tear 
across from the German side and ex- 
plode with deaiening crashes iu tbc 
woods on the left. 

The earih thakrs again and stones, 
ground, aud pieces of trees fall back 
Into tbe wood near the soldiers, who 
again press on after crouching for an 
instant. Then there is the report or 
several exploding grenade.? from 
somewhere in front, and all is quiet 
agaiu. Dm not lor long, for almost 
ius-;antly the silence is broken by sev- 
eral sharp reports from somewhere 
iu the rear and un instant later shells 
tear through the sky overhead with 
the sound of ripping silk, to spread 
Injury and death a second later in a 
German trench. 

A Funuy Story.

"Swine!" fays one of the sol- 
diers and there arc similar ejacula- 
tions from several of the party whose 
tongues have been momentarily loos- 
ened by a throb of nervousness a 
second ago. Then someone in the 
crowd with a boyish face and Frcuch 
facetiousness tells a funny story of 
an experience several days before. 

Here the road is barricaded. The 
Germans have a machine gun trained 
ou the rest of it and it is necessary 
to begin walking iu the trenches. 
Several entrances are gone over aud 
various signs read before the right 
one is discovered. Progress imme- 
diately becomes laborious. Some- 
body leads the way. To get hopeless- 
ly lost iu this tangle of ditches is us- 
ually a matter of a few seconds to the 
unacquainted and new ones urc being 
dug all the time. 

Tbe trenches are better this winter 
aud the soldiers are equipped with 
boots that come to the hips. The wa- 
ter is now up to tbe knees aud in 
spite of a wooden flooring, it is diffi- 
cult to make headway. 

At frequent intervals the trench di- 
vides and subdivides. At most or 
these places are signs denoting tbe 
directions, but conveying Information 
only to ihc Initiated. Frequently the 
men pass soldiers coming back aud 
bid each other good evening. 

We are near the first line now and 
guided by tbc rockets. These seem 
weird and ghostlike. As they roll 
about in tbc nir high overhead, re- 
minding oue of a great eye of some 
fiendish creature of another world, 
hey make strange things with the 
I splintered stumps of trees, the few 
I dried leaf clusters here and there 
that seem to cry for men y in the 
wiud and the men passing in the 

trenches. 

It is no longer a land of men. bcul- 
Ing hearts and thought. A former 
world and hopes of other dajs are 
but memories with most of the brings 
who pass their time here. It ia some- 
thing apart from the world of their 
past lives, as though they are living 
oa anoibcr planet. 

The ground above has been tossed 
about several feet deep for over a 
year. They say there was once a 
beautiful forest here and a haunt 
Where the roundabout swains saw 
their sweethearts. The wood took its 
name from u priest, flu! DOS thsTI 
is novhing but blackened stumps, an 
occasional gnarled branch and a few- 
warped leaves clinging shiverlngiy 
on. and b'.ood-soakod ground. 

Human voice is Beafeel) In ai d now 
except in distress. As sre listen, from 
somewhere out tbcic conur a low. 
whining voice that sounds as if II . 
pleading. Wc have been hearing i: 
subconsciously fur the la. t hpveral 

misâtes, tt could almost i< the call 
of a w ild thing. Like the countless 
other Voices of mouth:-. bSM :. out there 
it becomes weaker ai.d weaker sod 
the soldiers say thty can do nothing. 

In the Interval «met the last rocket 
we have fumbled around in the 
trench and lost our way. The next 



glare shows that wc are walking 
away from the first hue sonic dis- 
tance down a connecting trench. As 
we arc about to turu back there is a 
dull thud aud a faint euug-cbug-chug 
that sounds like a steam engine in the 
distance. Instinctively all of the 
party fall face down in the water 
where they stand. A shower of de- 
bris fills the air and falls over us. 
Fortunately none of ihc party is hurt. 
The Germans arc bombarding ihc 
trenches with the overground mlucs. 

By the light of another rocket we 
once more make for the first line. A 
couple of hundred feet farLhcr on we 
pull up at the brink of a bole big 
enough for the cellar of a house. 
Dust and suffocating smoke arise 
from 'the crater and overhead hangs 
a great cloud. Morning probably will 
show a few remains of what has been 
in the trench, but lucre is not much 
of a talc to tell. 

The soldiers, now vividly cursing 
the "Boche/' tbe "dirty swine." find a 
trench to the right by the light of 
another rocket and a minuie later wc 
are iu the first line. The soldiers 
scatter aloug the line relieving vari- 
ous sentinels. Tbc latter look hag- 
gard and ghaslly by the light of the 
rocket--. They arc glad of a release 
from tbe strain for a six-hour rest in 
the third line before the next watch. 

The Germans have been bombarding 
the trenches w lib mines and gren- 
ades, they say. and in their faces are 
lines of terrible strain. Their com- 
rades do not ask how many have 
been killed and wounded. They give 
one another parting salutes and bid a 
good night and good luck. 

The relief poke tbeir rifles through 
the little holes at intervals of about 
sixty feet and watch. The 'trenches 
arc arranged in a snake-like fashion 
so that wheu a shell strikes no more 
than two or three men will be killed 
or injured. Tbc water here is a little 
higher than the knees. First trenches 
as a rulo are merely di'tches. 
A Listcuins Po>t 

A sergeant with our company 
walks along ihc line for short dis- 
tances, making observations. At one 
point a shor. trench shoots off per- 
pendicularly toward tbc Germans. It 
svopa about half-way between the 
French and German lines, which at 
this point arc about ninety feet apart. 
A man of exceptional heariug Is sta- 
tioned at uhc cud. 

He waits thero to catch what Is 
possible of what the Germans are 
saying. Several times the French 
were warned of Impending attacks In 
this manner. The Germans have dis- 
covered his place, however, and he 
expects every watch to bo his last. 
Ho commands -the respect of bis regi- 
ment and has been decorated. Like 
the other soldiers, be knows that to 
be slightly wounded is the besi that 
can happen. He has his hopes. 

As the sergeant comes to this ditch 
one of the sentinels nearby turns 
from bis hole and greets him. He was 
one of our party. He is just a boy 
with the boyish voice and he has an 
Indelible smile. He points jokingly to 
the German trenches and says some- 
thing to the sergeant as he passes on. 
He offers me his guu to fire at the 
Germans. 

I follow the sergeant down the line 
at his offer to show mc the nearest 
machine gun. Hardly have wc reach- 
ed the first safety turn when there is 
a dull swisb. followed by a sharp, 
tearing explosion at tbc place we Just 
bad left. We duck and the soldiers 
around us as a shower of light debris 
falls ou our beads and shoulders. It 
was a grenade. 

A little later we step Into a con- 
necting irench to let pass two bran- 
cardiers bearing a wounded man In 
a trench hammock. The fellow is 
drawn into a ball and badly torn at 
the stomach for his waist i3 running 
with blood. 

As they pas>s we have time to catch 
a glimpse of a twitching but con- 
BClOUS face. It is the face of a boy, 
and there is still the \race of a smile. 
'.T in all right." he says as the scr- 
géant springs over the vouth and 
with an ejaculation clasps a hand. 
"It's all right with nir, Henri." tbc 
boy says, quietly. "They got me this 
time, but it's not bad." 

The sergeant's duty is here for the 
present. He canuot go back to tbe 
third line, to he says in a breaking 
voice; "God take care of you," and 
shakes his list at the German lines 
with a look of utter hate and despair, 
Tor tbc two were great friends. 

Some time later at tbe first aid sta- 
tion in tho third line, ihe brancard- 
iers have just crowded a stretcher 
against the wall to make room for 
two badly wounded men. On the 
stretcher is the body of a soldier — a 
boy who died on his way down -and 
on bis face there is still something of 
a smile. 

Ou Ihe way back again f can hear 
the voice from somewhere In the 
Waste over the trenches begging for 
help, cursing for help, and erving for 
help. It >■»>* f.ic same things over 
and over again aud is now faint and 
almost indistinguishable. My guide, 
who has seen s year's fighting, 
shakes his brad and sajs there ia no 
help. 

It is hard to try not to liRtcn to It. 
It Is useless almost, for tbc voice 
i all on and dies away as wc go back. 

"Tbe four data is a well-earned 
rest. It's great to be alive then," my 
friend remarks wiih I shrug.

COMPORTA BLE BARRACKS. 



Only Wish Their Friends Could 
Know of the Good Food 
and Treatment.

There are 7ou men in Montreal to- 
day who consider themselves born un- 
der lucky stars, aud Iheao men do not 
cease telling their friends that they 
have found a condition of things 
which they did not believe existed in 
war time. They arc "the boys" of the 
14Sth Battalion, aud their icasou tor 
feeling ko pleased is the way in which 
they are looked after in ihe old High 
School Barracks on Peel street. 

They arc men who may consider 
themselves fairly good judges of com- 
fortablo cunditions. for the battalion, 
which is commanded by Licut.-Col. a. 
A. Magcc. has in its ranks business 
men, college men and soldiers who arc 
used to pleasant surroundings in their 
own homes. 

A reporter -went mound the bur. 
racks from garret to cellar— if such n 
tenu could be used in a building iu 
which thero is neither one nor tbe 
Other— and every soldier he spoke to 
expressed tbc opinion that no quar- 
ters could be more comfortable, uo 
food could be better, and no mau could 
wish for belter treatment than they 
were getting, individually and collec- 
tivelv. More than one said that if only 
they could get some of their friends 
who had not yet donned the khaki to 
come in and spend a day or two with 
them In barracks, tbc liitnds would 
not want to leave them. 

Although they canuot do this. Ihe 
friends will have an opportunity on 
Saturday afternoon of looking over 
the building, for the commanding of- 
ficer will allow the general public the 
privilege o£ visiting the barracks on 
that day, to enable the people to see 
tbc arrangements made for the com- 
fort of tbe gallant bovs « bo arc train- 
lug to go overseas to light for Dritisa 
liberty and Justice. 

Tbc oustauding feature noticed in 
every room was the general swectners 
of the air, ihc Immense amount of 
light, the cleanliness of everything, 
and the general air of contentment 
pervading. In (act, tbc soldiers* quar- 
ters iu the large class rooiuu upstairs, 
with tbeir high callings, many big 
windows, hot air Mutilating system, 
with Controller! in each room, fecnicci 
to be superior to ihc quarters In which 
ibe officers sleep. 

An the administrative officers of tho 

battalion arc on the ground floor, with 
tbe exception of the medical officers 
office and miniature drus store, «rii< a 
it upstairs: aud the manner in vliitij 
tbc old school ha:, been planned out is 
a marvel of ingoiulty and a great aid 
to the efficiency of the organization, 
wblcb is most marked. 

Each company lia:i its separate of- 
fice, behind which is Ihc rubble m 
which tii<> fécond in command of thai 
particular company bas bis sleeping 
Quarters, so that wbea they urc not iu 
the officer.' loiin-e. which cs comfort- 
ably but plainly fmnit-brd. or in tbc 
mc».s acroai the . orrlaer, the authori- 
ties can always be found in their af« 
flees or private i oon i.- brlrtid toug. 
side tbe company offices Is v. ba! ml^ht 
be culled tbe "hub" of the efficiency 
wheel, foi^lt is the recruiting office 
and recr.iiWng campaign promotion of- 
fice, wnerà the machine gun officer 




cud bis corps of assislants are eon- 
linually deviling ways and means of 
showing the able-bodied man wherein 
tho path of bis duty lies. The effici- 
ency of this department has excited 
the admiration of every unit In the 
division, and it has drawn blgh praise 
from officers who are iu positions of 
authority. 

The colonel and bis second iu com- 
mand bave thulr slepping " cab- 
ins" partitioned orf from their office, 
while the remainder of the officers 
sleep In two big general rooms — as 
une of them put it, all such good aud 
old friends with each other that thev 
preferred that way to having their 
separate little rooms. 

The whole building, so far as its Ul- 
terior arrangements go, has been re- 
constructed since the days w hen it w«s 
occupied by the 21th Battalion last 
winter, and the meu aro provided tor 
in a way which gives them tbc mini, 
mum amount of trouble with the maxi- 
mum amount of comfort. Tbc kitchens 
are iu the basement, each company 
having its set of cooking ranges and 
serving tables, and Its staff of waiters. 
The system of feeding the men, under 
the eagle eye of tbc quartermaster, is 
an expeditious oue. The men march 
direct to tbeir dining balls, take their 
seats, and the food Is placed before 
thciu by tbc Waiters, to many to each 
company. The stores come in every 
day about 11 o'clock, sufficient for 21 
hours. 

The "spud squad" seeins to be kept 
busy all day long peeling the potatoes, 
and the cooks arc continually engaged 
in making puddings and pies and other 
things to tickle the palate after the 
mois s< nous viands have been got 
out of the way. Everything Is scrup- 
ulously 'leau, the food is well ccoked 
—as good a meal as any healthy man 
could wish for. 

The hot air furnaces arc also on this 
floor, and in this connection it ma> 
be mentioned there has been a vast 
Improvement, Previously the air that 
was sucked into the furnaces was 
drawn from within the building, and 
allowed to go up through the flues, 
taking with it dust and impurities 
that were drawn up from the floors 
or were floating around in the lov\ci 
part of the building. Now (he air 
chamber has been shut off, the inter- 
ior whitened, and the window thrown 
open near every furnace, so that the 
cold frnsb air from out of doors is 
drawn to the flues, passes through :i 
cheisc-clotb screen up the pipes ami 
heated. The result is that the air that 
useends to the uppermost floor aud m 
emitted into the rooms is as sweet and 
fresh as possible, and from a hygienic 
standpoint tbc soldiers are better off 
than the majority of people who have 
their healing nrraugements in their 
own houscr, and iheir double w indows. 

The recreation rooms of the men 
are large and cxtrcmclj w ell lighted: 
the men have a piano, plenty of (;:imcs. 
all sorts of papers, books and maga- 
zines, and crested notcpapcr, provides 
free of charge. There Is a dry can- 
teen in which they can purchase any- 
thing from boot laces to kola icbam- 
pagne (includinig bottles of fresh milk, 
of v\bich they consume about 120 pints 
a day), pics which arc bought by the 
dozcu. cigarettes Specially mailr for 
the llStb. and bearing the'r own eréSt 

'i cvt ry cigarettes and souvenir but* 

tons, brooches. Stick pin. . bat-plttS, 
silk cushion covers, and a score of 
things wblcb their relatives ana 
friends Will valu-, as souvenirs of the 

battalion. 

Of course there are regulations to 
be observed iu keeping thing.-, tidy and 
in their place, but such ia the class of 
meu who are in tbe baitnllon that at> 
the sleeping quarters arc cleaned and 
tidied lone before the offic r ssekei 
bis rounds. There an dotent of show* 
cr baths throughout lh< building, each 

■applied with hoi and cold water, and 
icy arc always in use in the rarl> 
morn intra, although It is not compul- 
sory. The men sleep iu tbe approved 
three-tier bunk*, each having Its regu- 
lation amount of air space. 
Around tbc wails aiu rifle racks and 



blackboards, aud on the latter are 
written orders and hints to (be sol- 
diers which all aim at making him 
more efficient, especially iu regard to 
the care aud use of his rifle, "ihe sol- 
dier's best friend." 

There has been an exceptionally 
small percentage of sickness in the 
battalion— the only one iu the division 
which bus not had measles. The 
men arc nil given lesaoua in first aid 
work, how to dress a wound, support 
a fracture, arrest hemorrhage, how to 
carry a wounded man, and similar 
ihiugs ibar. will be useful to ihcm 
when on the battlefield. The course 
consists of five lectures. Bayonet 
fighting and physical drill arc regu- 
larly practised, except when the medi- 
cal officer gets busy injecting null- 
typhoid or other gcrui3 into lue men, 
and the whole battalion pulls to- 
gether like a big happy family, always 
ready to welcome others in its ranks 
aud make them reel at home. 

As in every battalion, there are var- 
ious workshops, the pioneers who do 
all sorts of carpentry and similar job.-, 
the tailor, the boot repairer, and so on. 

The battalion band, which is under 
the direction of Lieut. Harold Key, is 
making splendid progress, and will 
make its debut at the church parade to 
St. James Methodist Church on s:im- 
day morning, while the bugle ana 
drum band is up to full strength ann 
is daily practising' those calls which 
muse officers and men alike in the 
early hours of ibe morning, guide tbem 
to their different dunes through the 
day, and send them to rest al night.
